aeph Jackson. clerk in tbe office of the Au-
ditor ot' Public Accounts, died yesterday
afternoon at a quarter past 3 o'clock, in
tbe eightieth year of lib age. lie was at
Lis desk Saturday, and performed his duties
as usual, though quite unwell. He hud been
long a suft'erer from asthma, which disease,
with heuiorrhaues, unexpectedly culminated
in death. Mr. Jackson was one of the old-
eat public officials in Virginia. lie went to
the capitol in November, 1814, to assist bis
father, aud took the desk of clerk of ac¬

counts with the intention of remaining six
month*. Instead of half a year he remained
at that same post exactly sixty years ! He was

one of the purest and best of Virginia's pub¬
lic servants, aud was quite worthy to be com¬

pared with the good and great "men of the
Commonwealth with whom he was contem¬
poraneous and whose friendship he enjoyed.
In early manhood, middle age, and old age ;

shine und storm, he was always punctual
aud diligent. No one was more conscien¬
tious, amiable, and kind-hearted, aud no one

His
loss will be a grievous sorrow to a large cir¬
cle of relatives and friends residing in all
portions of the State.

selfish frieod ; that he shall he sent forth
cheered by their best wishes, sustained by
their love, and strengthened by their prayers,
and that their loss shall redound to the
gain of their brethren in Kentucky.

''Resolved, That as. the dearest spot ou
earth to him. the grave of his sainted wire-
remains with us the church craves the pri¬
vilege of being its custodian; and as an
earnest of the affectionate care that shall be
bestowed on it, a sum not exceeding £300 is
hereby appropriated out of the treasury of
the church for tbe purpose of errctiug a

suitable monument and otherwise beautify¬
ing this resting-place of our sister, Airs.
Adelaide Burrows."

In response to these resolutions Dr. Bur¬
rows attempted to make a few remarks, but
was prevented by his deep emotion from
»a\ ing more than to express bis grateful ap¬
preciation of the delicate kindness shown
him. f

Yesterday.All Souls* Day.the Catholic

societies of Richmond joined in a grand de¬
monstration on the occasion of the consccra-
tion of the two Catholic cemeteries oear the
city. At St. Peter's cathedral high rrquiem-
miis was celebrated by Rev. Father Van De
Vyver. which was attended by a hrge con-
eregation, as well as by tbe following socie¬
ties In full regalia: Catholic Beneficial So¬
ciety, Aucient Order of Hibernian!*, Catholic
Total Abstinence Society, and delegations
from tbe McGill Lyceum and the McGill
Literary Union.
At St. Mary's (German) Catholic church

similar services were held, tbe mass being
celebrated by Rev, Father Herman Wolfe.
St. Joseph's, bt. Benedictus, and St. Bonifa-
ciu3 Societies attended in regalia ; besides, all
tbe available space in the church was crowd¬
ed by tbe members of tbe congregation.

After mass at tbe cathedral, tbe societies
in attendance there formed in procession on
Ninth street and marched up Broad to
Second street, along Second to Marshall,
down Marshall to St. Mary's church, at
which place they were joined by the Ger¬
man societies. Tbe combined societies
then formed into one grand procession
under the chief-marobabnip of Mr.
Jjwe3 Hayes on tbe part of the socie¬
ties from the cathedral, and. Mr. Carl
Snellenberg on the part of the German
socie.ies, the following gentlemen ac'ingas
assistant marshals : D. M. O'Brien, Thomas
Hinnigan, John M. Higsrins, of Catholic
Beneficial Society; LI. D. Boucher, Arthur
Rooney, Thomas Leahy. EUwaid O' Toole,
of Ancient Order of Hibernians ; Martin
Doherty, of Total Abstinence Society; J.V.
Reddy, 0. A. Duffy, of McGill Lyceum ;
Joseph Scbutte, F. Tboll, and William Felt-
baus, of the German societies.
The procession then moved dowu Mar¬

shall street to Fifth, aloni: Fifth to Grace,
down Grace to tbe Episcopal residence,
where Right Rev. Bisbop Gibbons was re¬
ceived, and entered a carriage drawn by four
beau'iiul ^ray horses, Rev. Fathers Van Ds
Vyver and llandlev occupying seats wiib
him. Another carriage containing Rev.
Fathers Herman Wolfe and Benno Hegele,
of St. Mary's church, followed immediately
behind that of the Bishop. A guard of honor
consisting of two mounted members of each
society marched by tbe sides of. the Bi.-hop's
carriage.
From the Episcopal re>idence the proces¬

sion, followed by a large uumber ol car¬

riages and other vehicles, nearly fifty in
number, moved down Ninth street to Main,
down Main to Eighteenth, up Eighteenth to
Venable, up Venable to Mechanicsville turn¬
pike, and thence to the Bishop's cemetery.
At the gate of the cemetery the Bisbop and
clergy, iucitiding Rev. Father Doherty, ol
St. Patrick's church, alighted and entered
the keeper's residence, where the Bishop as¬

sume^ his pontifical robes, consisting of
cope, mitre, and crozier, and led the way
into the cemetery to near the centre, where
a cross had been erected. Here the impres¬
sive ceremonial of consecration was solemn¬
ized, the Bisbop concluding with a short
address.
From thence the procession proceeded

across the country to S'. Mary's German
cemetery, situated between the New and
Meado w bridge roads, about one mile north-
cast of the corporate limits. At the
entrance of this place of burial au arch of
evergreens was erected, and in the centre of
the grounds, where the consecrating cerc-

mony was to take place, there was a large
cross, and au arbor of evergreens over a

platform; upon which the Bishop and elergy
took their stand, and the consecration was

proceeded with.
The Bishop concluded the ceremonies

here, as before, with a short discourse; after
which the choir of St. Mary's church sung
tbe Miserere, with orchestral accompaniment
by Professor Voclker's band. The Bt>bop
then intoned tbe " Grosser Gott'' ( Te Deum),
which was also sung by the choir and joined
in by all present.

Besides tbe societies and numerous vehi¬
cles with their living freight which were

present there was a large concourse of
ladies, gentlemen, and children, who had
followed the procession to both cemeteries
on foot foe tbe purpose of participating
in and witnessing the solemn ceremonies.
The procession returned to the city about

3 o'clock, and* on arriving in front of S».
AJary's church were dismissed, the Bisbop
and clergy alighting and entering the par-
sonage, where they partook of the hospitali¬
ties of tbe German clergy iu the shape of a

i sumptuous diuner.
The demonstration was one of the largest

ever participated in by the Catholics ol
Richmond, the display being decidedly cre¬

ditable. The societies turned out with full
rank*, and with their handsome regalia and
elegant banners, together with two bands of
music. Voelker's and Kessnich's.made a

very imposing display.

F;bb.Two Framed Houses Destroyed
and one Partially Burned..Yesterday
morning about IOjJ o'clock an alarm of tire
was sourded from the b«lI-bon«e. caused
by the burning of two frame dwelling situ¬
ated near the corner of Thirteenth street and
the Petersburg railroad. The lire originated
in a two-.'tory framed house occupicd bj Mr.
William Young, and in supposed to have
caught from sparks flying from the chimney
and falling on the roof. Although the citizens
worked maufully«a number having their
clothcs burned in tLcir t lions to slay the
flames.Mr Young's borne wa« burned to the
ground ; also, an unoccupied two-story
framed dwelling adjoining on the west side.
A two-story framed dwelling on the east
side, occupied by Mr. M. D. Mann, was par¬
tially destroyed. The reason the tire was so
disastrous was owing to the scarcity of|water, there not bring a tire-plug within
le?s distance than half a mile, and the ho^e
of Manchester would not reach it. All the
water that was used in extinguishing the1
flames prior to the arrival of the steam-
engine of Company C from Rich¬
mond bad to be brought in buckets
from the wells in the neighborhood. A*
soon as the Richmond steamer arrived the
hose wax attached to n large water-tank,
several hundred yards distant, on the Rich¬
mond and Petersburg railroad, and the
Haines were soon arre>ied. The houses that
were destrojed belonged to Mr. Emanuel
Matthews, whose loss is estimated at $2,000,
on which tner»j was no in-urance. The house
of Mr. Maun, which was damaged to the
amount of about $300, was fullv Insured in
the Virginia Home Company. Mr. Young's
loss in removal of furniture was trifling.
